Dear Gene: 

Thank you again for sending me the remaining half cent holders. It reminds 
me of the first time I saw them at your safe deposit box years ago. I remember 
how impressed I was with them, including the contents, of course! 

You mentioned that you were making your first trip to London. I am enclosing 
what I consider to be the two best guides to London. The Nicholson guide deals 
with restaurants, theatres, night life, as well as a brief description of some 
of the sights. The green Michelin guide is, in my opinion, the best detailed 
description of the various sights. You will undoubtedly see most of the very 
popular tourist attractions such as the Tower of London, Buckingham Palace, 
Westminster Abbey, etc. To a certain extent these are cliches, but they are 
still fun and worth seeing. The same is true, in my opinion, of Madame Tussaud's 
wax works. It is not important, but it is fun. It may be less crowded at 
this time of the year, but it is still a good idea to get there around opening 
time to avoid a wait and a crush of visitors. 

The British Museum is in a class by itself, and my favorite destination in 
London. I try to make a visit each time I am in London because it is so hard 
to absorb everything in one trip. The Egyptian, Greek, Roman, and Assyrian 
antiquities, along with others, are breathtaking. 

There is another exhibit to visit which is often overlooked. This is the Cabinet 
War Rooms in White Hall (page 283 in the green book). I think these are 
particularly meaningful to old guys like us for whom the Second World War is 
part of our memories. We think of military headquarters in terms of the 
Pentagon, etc. It is fascinating to see what a small suite of offices Churchill 
and his Chiefs of Staff had in running WWII and how primitive their equipment 
was. If you have read Churchill's fascinating six-volume account of the Second 
World War you know how intimately involved he was with military decisions at 
even the most detailed level, so it is particularly interesting to see the 
location from which he did it. 

Marilyn joins me in sending best regards to Anne. If she has not visited 
Harrods, the world's most outstanding department store, it would be a treat 
for both of you. Marilyn feels about Harrods the way I do about the British 
Museum! The food halls are particularly impressive with their enormous variety.
